The CBC is reporting that a doctor sued 
the Edmonton health region authority 
and two senior managers in 2001 for al¬ 
legedly smearing his reputation and 
forcing him out of his job. 

The lawsuit alleged he complained to 
the Conservatives under then-premier 
Ralph Klein and senior bureaucrats 
about surgery wait times and 
inadequate resources for his patients. 

The CBC says the lawsuit was settled 
out of court and the terms can’t be dis¬ 
closed due to a confidentiality 
agreement. 

In his statement of claim, Dr. Ciaran 
(KEAR’-in) McNamee alleged that when 
he spoke out in 1999 about the adverse 
effects of health cuts, he was told “his 
advocacy would no longer be tolerated.” 

McNamee was the head of thoracic 
surgery for the Edmonton region at the 
time. 

McNamee also claimed his colleagues 
were told he was unfit to practice and 
his wife and former secretary were told 
he needed emergency psychiatric treat¬ 
ment. 

Capital Health and the two senior of¬ 
ficials named in the suit denied all the 
allegations. 

Independent MLA Raj Sherman has

accused doctors and health officials of a 
multimillion-dollar bribery scheme to 
cover up 250 patient deaths on a 
surgery wait list in the early years of the 
last decade. 

He has promised, but failed, to 
provide evidence. 

Sherman told the CBC that McNamee 
was not one of the doctors he talked to.

The Alberta government, 
bowing to pressure from 
doctors and political oppo¬ 
nents, has ordered an inde¬ 
pendent review of 
health-care waiting lists to 
resolve allegations of dan¬ 
gerously substandard care 
and needless deaths. 

“I’ve asked the minister 
of health and wellness to 
clear the air,” Premier Ed 
Stelmach told reporters 
Thursday after making the 
announcement in the legis¬ 
lature. “I trust our health 
system, and I want all Al¬ 
bertans to know they can 
trust it as well.” 


Health Minister Gene 
Zwozdesky said anyone 
who testifies before the 
Health Quality Council 
won’t have to woriy about 
retribution or punishment. 

“They will have the full 
protection of the regula¬ 
tion and the law of this 
province and that guaran¬ 
tees their anonymity,” he 
said. 

Stelmach’s government 
has been under pressure to 
call in the Health Quality 
Council, an arm’s-length 
panel of physicians and 
professionals who assess 
and critique the system. 


The council can’t inves¬ 
tigate until directed to do 
so by the province. 

The issue resurfaced last 
week when Dr. Raj Sher¬ 
man, an Independent 
politician booted from Stel- 
mach’s caucus last year, al¬ 
leged that health officials 
paid out, and doctors ac¬ 
cepted, millions of dollars 
in bribes to keep deaths of 
patients on waiting lists 
with cancer quiet. 

He also alleged that 
health officials committed 
fraud by hiding the hush 
money payoffs.

When Calgarian Melissa 
Lawson-Larsen lost all feel¬ 
ing in her face from the 
nose down, she thought it 
was a stroke. 

But when Lawson- 
Larsen went to the emer¬ 
gency room and disclosed 
that — like a growing 
number of Canadians suf¬ 
fering from multiple scle¬ 
rosis — she had travelled 
abroad for a procedure 
known as the liberation 
treatment, she was disap¬ 
pointed by the lack of af¬ 
tercare provided. 

“I didn’t get a physical, 
let alone a neurological ex¬ 
am,” said Lawson-Larsen, 
who was sent home with a 
steroid prescription. 

Darrel Gregory of the 
MS Society of Canada said 


his organization has re¬ 
ceived similar complaints. 

According to 

spokesman Howard May, 
Alberta Health and Well¬ 
ness does require doctors 
provide medically neces¬ 
sary treatment for anyone 
who comes into their of¬ 
fice, but questions have 
arisen as to what aftercare 
patients like Larsen should 
receive. 

So much so, the College 
of Physicians and Surgeons 
of Alberta issued a state¬ 
ment last week providing 
information on how to 
manage these MS patients. 

While the document is 
the first of its kind to be is¬ 
sued in Canada, Gregory is 
not convinced it will have 
a big impact. 

“If you read between 
the lines it is telling doc¬ 
tors, ‘Look, you may be 
skeptical but people are

Having travelled to 
Poland in March 2010, 
MacQueen was amongst 
the first Canadians to go 
abroad for the controver¬ 
sial liberation treatment. 
With no guarantees of re¬ 
lief from her MS symp¬ 
toms and even less known 
about the long-term after¬ 
effects, MacQueen was ec¬ 
static as she described her 
improvements. 

“In 10 years I hadn’t 
run; I couldn’t jump. Now, 
I can jump and I am still 
showing improvements,” 
said MacQueen. 

While MacQueen’s stoiy 
is one of success, Darrel 
Gregory of the MS Society 
is more cautious. 

“The problem with an¬ 
gioplasty in terms of 
CCSVI and MS is that no 


one knows if CCSVI and 
MS are connected. At this 
point it is still just a theo¬ 
ry,” said Gregory. 

Unfortunately, concrete 
evidence one way or the 
other is still years away. 
The Alberta government 
announced in December 


that it will begin an obser¬ 
vational study of the ef¬ 
fects of the CCSVI 
treatments in the spring of 
this year, but clinical trials 
won’t begin until the re¬ 
sults of the three-year 
study are in.

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Board gives pipeline final OK 


The long-delayed Macken¬ 
zie natural gas pipeline 
has received the final 
green light from the Na¬ 
tional Energy Board, 
though the future of the 
$16.2-billion project is 
still far from certain. 

The NEB said Thursday 
it has issued a certificate 
allowing the project to 
move ahead, after it re¬ 
ceived the blessing of the 


federal cabinet. The an¬ 
nouncement marks the 
end of a more than six- 
year-long formal regulato¬ 
ry process, though 
approvals from several 
other government agen¬ 
cies and local boards are 
still needed before con¬ 
struction may begin. 

“It has been a long 
journey and a long 
process and we’re obvi¬ 


ously pleased to see this,” 
said Pius Rolheiser, a 
spokesman for project 
leader Imperial Oil Ltd. 

The next step will be 
for the project’s backers, 
which includes ExxonMo¬ 
bil, Shell and the Aborigi¬ 
nal Pipeline Group, to 
resume negotiations with 
the federal government 
over a fiscal framework.

Size matters 
for costly 
cancer drugs 

Paying for a breast cancer 
drug for a Toronto woman 
with a small tumour 
would be unfair to people 
in similar circumstances 
who don’t get their stories 
in the media, Health Min¬ 
ister Deb Matthews said 
Thursday. 

“We cannot have a 
health system where the 
stories that land on the 
front page of the paper de¬ 
termine our health-care 
policy,” Matthews said in 
the Ontario legislature. 

Ontario’s health insur¬ 
ance program had earlier 
deemed the tumour in Jill 
Anzarut’s breast too small 
to qualify for the drug 


Herceptin, which costs 
about $40,000. 

Anzarut’s tumour is a 
half-centimetre in diame¬ 
ter, but Ontario’s health 
insurance will only cover 
the drug for tumours larg¬ 
er than one centimetre. 

“I was officially told my 
exceptional access claim 
was denied,” said Anzarut. 

The 35-year-old mother 
of two said dealing with 
her diagnosis, chemother¬ 
apy and the bureaucracy 
has been “absolutely over¬ 
whelming.” 

Anzarut said she went 
to the media to fight on 
behalf of all women with 
breast cancer, not just her¬ 
self. 

“I’m doing this, be¬ 
cause all of those other 
women who won’t be 
heard,” she said in an in¬ 
terview.

Dozens reportedly killed in China quake

An earthquake toppled 
more than 1,000 houses 
and apartment buildings 
in China's southwest near 
the border with Myanmar 
on Thursday, killing at 
least 24 people and injur¬ 
ing more than 200, offi¬ 
cials and state media said. 

Photos from the scene 
showed buildings that 
buckled, crushing their 
lower floors. Police, fire¬

O Gadhafi forces pound rebels with rockets, shelling 
O Civilians and mutinous army units forced to retreat 


With fierce barrages of 
tank and artillery fire,

Testifying under oath, 
with her lawyer by her 
side, Ouimet told a House 
of Commons committee 
that auditor general Sheila 
Fraser’s December report 
was flawed. 

“I’m here to point out 
that there are serious 
flaws and erroneous facts 
that have attacked my rep¬ 
utation,” she said Thurs¬ 
day in her first public 
statement since the con¬ 
troversy over her depar¬ 
ture erupted. 

The report said Ouimet 
bullied and intimidated 
staff and failed to fulfil her 
mandate to protect public 
service whistleblowers. 

Ouimet resigned with a 
lucrative severance pack¬ 
age two months before the 
report was released. 

Prime Minister Stephen 
Harper said Thursday the 
half-million dollar payout 
was the cheapest and 
fastest way to get rid of 
her. He said the govern¬ 
ment couldn’t just fire her.

Young workers at risk: CAW S2SS8SJ 


Many of the country’s 
youngest workers face un¬ 
safe job conditions, the 
head of Canada’s largest 
private-sector union says. 

Ken Lewenza, president 
of the Canadian Auto 
Workers, says young 
workers are often 
unaware of their rights, 
including the right to re¬ 
fuse unsafe work. 

His warning comes af¬ 
ter retail grocer Metro On¬ 
tario Inc. was fined 
$350,000 this week for a 
safety violation that 
caused the death of a 17- 
year-old worker. The 
young worker, who was a 
CAW member, had been 
on the job for only a few 
weeks. 


The Ontario Ministry of 
Labour says the accident 
occurred in August 2009 at 
a Metro store in 
Mississauga, just east of 
Toronto. A young worker 
was helping the assistant 
store manager clear mate¬ 
rials from the top of a 
cooler. The area was cov¬ 
ered by a drop ceiling 
made of acoustic tiles and 
was not meant to be 
weight-bearing. 

While removing materi¬ 
als from the top of the 
cooler, the assistant store 
manager indicated that a 
box needed to be removed 
from on top of the drop 
ceiling. The worker 
stepped onto the drop ceil¬ 
ing to remove the box and 


fell through. The worker 
suffered a fatal head 
injury. 

A Ministry of Labour in¬ 
vestigation found that 
there was no guardrail 
separating the drop 
ceiling from the area 
above the cooler. 

Metro Ontario pleaded 
guilty to failing to ensure 
that a guardrail was in 
place to prevent workers 
from accessing the drop 
ceiling. 

“Employers are failing 
in their responsibility to 
ensure young workers are 
safe on the job through 
comprehensive health and 
safety training,” Lewenza 
said Thursday. 

“The retail sector is a 


major employer in this 
country, but we’ve seen 
conditions gradually 
erode, where there is 
much higher staff 
turnover due to erratic 
shift scheduling, limited 
health and safety consid¬ 
erations and poor wages 
and benefits.” 

Ontario government 
statistics show that more 
than 10,000 young work¬ 
ers (defined as aged 15-24) 
each year are injured on 
the job and unable to 
return to work the next 
day. Just as many young 
workers file claims after 
requiring first aid due to 
workplace injuries, but 
are able to continue work¬ 
ing. THE CANADIAN PRESS 


The number of consumer 
complaints about the fi¬ 
nancial industry handled 
in a single year by the Om¬ 
budsman for Banking Serv¬ 
ices and Investments has 
exceeded 1,000 for the first 
time since the office was 
established 15 years ago. 

In its 2010 annual report 
released Thursday, the om¬ 
budsman’s office said it 
opened 1,024 case files last 
year, a rise of 3.4 per cent 
over 2009. 

“The fact that com¬ 
plaints have reached an¬ 
other new high 
demonstrates yet again 
that financial-sector con¬ 
sumers need and deserve 
an impartial and effective 
alternative to the courts to 


consider complaints they 
have not been able to re¬ 
solve with their firm,” om¬ 
budsman Doug Melville 
said in Toronto. 

Complainants received 
compensation from their 
financial institution in 20 
per cent of banking cases 
and 38 per cent of invest¬ 
ment cases reviewed, for a 
total payout of $3.8 mil¬ 
lion. 

Investment suitability, 
mortgage prepayment 
penalties, service issues 
and credit and debit card 
fraud were the most fre¬ 
quently cited concerns. 

The ombudsman is an 
independent dispute reso¬ 
lution service.

Apple’s advantage: 
Low price for iPad 


O Tech giant doesn’t seem to mind 
declining margins if that means 
competitors can’t keep up

► About 100 models of tablet computer have gone on sale 
or are on the way, but so far none has matched the iPad 
and iPad 2, above, for quality, features and price. 


The new iPad hitting U.S. 
stores on Friday (and slat¬ 
ed for Canadian release 
on March 25) comes with 
several improvements 
over the original but the 
same price tag, hobbling 
efforts by rivals at break¬ 
ing Apple Inc.’s hold on 
the emerging market for 
tablet computers. 

Competitors can’t seem 
to match the iPad’s start¬ 
ing price of $499 US. Com¬ 
parable tablets cost 
hundreds of dollars more, 
while cheaper tablets tend 
to be inferior in quality. 

Usually, the early prod¬ 
ucts in consumer electron¬ 
ics, such as the first 
Blu-ray players or digital 
cameras, are expensive. 
Competition then gradual¬ 
ly brings prices down. 
With the iPad, the reverse 
is happening, spelling 
trouble for competitors. 

It’s rare for prices to 
start low and stay low, yet 
it looks as if that’s exactly 
what Apple intended. Ap¬ 


ple appears to have cho¬ 
sen, right from the start, to 
make less of a profit from 
its iPads than it does from 
iPods and iPhones. That’s 
an odd move for a compa¬ 
ny that isn’t known for 
cheap products. 

Apple’s profit margin 
on the entry-level iPad 
model is about 25 per cent, 
according to an estimate 
by Toni Sacconaghi at 
Bernstein Research in New 
York. 

By contrast, the compa¬ 
ny’s profit margin for all 
products, before corporate 
overhead, was 38.5 per 
cent in the most recent 
quarter. Sacconaghi and 
other analysts estimate the 
margin for the iPhone 4 is 
50 per cent to 60 per cent. 
(Apple charges about $600 
US for it, though it’s cheap¬ 
er in stores because wire¬ 
less carriers subsidize it.) 

Apple is telling in¬ 
vestors to expect overall 
margins to keep declining, 
meaning competitors can’t 


expect much of a reprieve. 

Analysts say Apple has a 
couple of advantages that 
let it sell an iPad prof¬ 
itably at a price that would 
put another manufacturer 
at break-even, or at a loss. 

Apple sells about one- 
third of iPads in its own 
stores and from its web¬ 
site. By cutting out the 
middleman, Apple is able 
to keep more of the slim 
profit margin for itself. 

Also, the iPad uses many 


of the same chips as the 
iPhone and iPod. That 
means Apple is able to buy 
them in huge quantities, 
bringing down costs. 

Wayne Lam at research 
firm IHS iSuppli speculates 
that Apple is also using its 
clout and cash to ensure 
supplies of another crucial 
component: Touch-screen 
displays, which make up a 
large share of the tablet’s 
cost.

Stiff competition deals a blow to Transat 


Shares of Transat A.T. Inc. 
plummeted almost 30 per 
cent on Thursday after the 
company missed analyst ex¬ 
pectations on first-quarter 
earnings. 

The Montreal-based tour 
operator reported that it 
narrowed its quarterly net 
loss to $13.5 million, or 36 
cents per share, but faced 
tougher competition and 
reduced prices from rival 
operators. The results com¬ 
pared with a loss of $13.9 
million, or 37 cents per 
share, in the first quarter a

year ago. 

“It was a difficult quar¬ 
ter, mainly because of in¬ 
tense competition in the 
sun-destinations market, 
which consumers are tak¬ 
ing advantage of,” presi¬ 
dent and chief executive 
Jean-Marc Eustache said. 
Revenues rose to $810.2 


million for the quarter end¬ 
ed Jan. 31, compared with 
$792.6 million in 2010, an 
increase of two per cent. 

The company said it 
booked an operating loss of 
$14.6 million, compared 
with $12.4 million in 2010. 

On the Toronto Stock Ex¬ 
change, Transat shares 
closed down $4.76, or 28.73 
per cent, at $11.81 on vol¬ 
ume of more than one mil¬ 
lion shares. 

Looking ahead, Transat 
said its current second- 
quarter capacity in the 


North American vacation 
market is about nine per 
cent higher than last year. 
Meanwhile, bookings and 
load factors are improved 
over last year and selling 
prices are similar. In 
France, bookings are slight¬ 
ly higher than last year. 

Transat expects the re¬ 
sults of the second quarter 
to be similar to last year, as 
the favourable impact from 
a strong Canadian dollar is 
offset by higher aircraft fuel 
costs.

How did you go from typist 
to fighter pilot? 

Early in the 1970s they 
started to open other occu¬ 
pations (in the Forces to 
women). One of them was 
air weapons controller and 
I thought that looked like 
a pretty exciting job, so I 
got into that for a while. 
Then while I was control¬ 
ling (fighter aircraft) I got 
to ride in the back seat of a 
couple and thought, “This 
is a pretty exciting job!” 
And then they changed 
the regulations and said, 
“OK, we’re going to have a 
trial program of women as 


pilots” and I said, “Hey, 
pick me!” 

What is it like being one of 
the first two female fighter 
pilots in the world, along 
with Jane Foster? 

I often say it wasn’t so 
much being one of the 
first two, it was more, 

“Oh, thank God that’s 
over.” Because it’s the 
most difficult training pro¬ 
gram I will ever go 
through in my entire life. 
But we were also very 
proud that Canada was the 
first country in the world 
to allow their women in 
the militaiy to fly fighter 
aircraft. 

What is the goal behind your 
speaking, training and 
coaching business that will 


bring you to Edmonton next 
week? 

The bottom line in my phi¬ 
losophy is I want you to re¬ 
alize your dreams. 
Whatever they may be, I 
want you to know you 
have the ability to do that. 

I started out as your 
normal, average, everyday 
Canadian, homegrown, 
young girl — and ended 
up flying fighters. So if I 
can do it, anybody can do 
it. The presentation is mo¬ 
tivational in nature, set in 
the context of my career 
field with the aim of 
encouraging everybody in 
the audience to light the 
fire under their own 
dreams.

The pattern of aging in hu¬ 
mans is not too different 
from most other primates, 
such as chimpanzees, mon¬ 
keys and baboons, new re¬ 
search shows. 

A team led by Anne 
Bronilcowski of Iowa State 
University studied data on 
primate aging collected 
over decades around the 
world and compared it 
with statistics on modem 
Americans. Some experts 
have thought that because 
people have relatively long 
lifespans, humans aged dif¬ 
ferently from other mam¬ 
mals. 

The research team 
believed that any major 
difference between 
humans and primates was 
most likely to show up 
with modem people, 


rather than a hunter-gath¬ 
erer culture, Bronilcowski 
said. 

“And the fact that we 
don’t find a difference 
there is more compelling.” 

The basic pattern they 
found is a relatively high 
risk of dying in infancy, a 
low risk of death during 
the juvenile years and then 
an increased risk of dying 
as aging progressed. Also, 


they found that in most 
cases males don’t live as 
long as females. 

“Human patterns are 
not strikingly different, 
even though wild primates 
experience sources of mor¬ 
tality from which humans 
may be protected,” the au¬ 
thors wrote in a study pub¬ 
lished online Thursday in 
the journal Science.

thing and finish it. It be¬ 
came a point of honour to 
get it done. There were 
days where we were liter¬ 
ally apoplectic with laugh¬ 
ter lying on the floor 
crying our eyes out over 
stuff that didn’t even end 
up in the script.” 

The film also repre¬ 
sents the first time the 
pair worked within the 
Hollywood studio system 
and though they admit 
that means they had to 
slightly curb their sensi¬ 
bilities to play to a broad¬ 
er audience, they were 
able to still maintain their 
distinct comedic voice. 

“I always use the

Much of the 
film dwells on uncovering 
the identity of the wolf 
and the convoluted 
mystery plot is filled with 
so many red herrings that 
it’s impossible to care 
when the reveal finally ar¬ 
rives. The love triangle is 
equally uninspired and 
was clearly emphasized in 
an attempt to make the 
movie feel like Twilight. 
Unfortunately, it’s unlikely 
that even the not-so 
demanding Twi-hard com¬ 
munity will fall for that. 


Earth, but the last fortress 
to withstand demolition is

In 
that film, McConaughey 
played an idealistic young 
defence attorney with 
right on his side — a far 
cry from his role in Brad 
Furman’s new legal drama 
The Lincoln Lawyer, where 
he’s more of an oppor¬ 
tunist than a crusader. 

“You can get away with 
a bit more,” says the 42- 
year-old actor when asked 
if the part of Los Angeles 
criminal defence attorney 
Mickey Haller — a guy 
who happily defends the

Justin Chatwin may have

How¬ 
ever, the actor jokes that 
aspect of the role was 
hardly his greatest chal¬ 
lenge.

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Before Twitter, Sheen did films 



Let’s go back to a happier, 
simpler time, when Char¬ 
lie Sheen was known pri¬ 
marily as an actor, and not 
a multimedia motor 
mouth who’s coined such 
instant catchphrases as 
“winning” and “tiger 
blood,” and behaved so er¬ 
ratically that he lost his 
high-paying TV gig.

Platoon 

(1986) 

Sheen is at the centre of 
Oliver Stone's Vietnam 
War epic — he's standing 
in for Stone, really — as a 
young man conflicted 
about war and his place 
in the world, while simul¬ 
taneously being torn be¬ 
tween two powerful 
superiors. The film is im¬ 
mediate, intense and vis¬ 
ceral, the winner of four 
Academy Awards includ¬ 
ing best picture and best 
director. This, and the 
next film on the list, 
would make Sheen a su¬ 
perstar in the mid-1980s. 


Wall Street 
(1987) 

Sheen reunites with 
Stone for a movie that 
could not be more reflec¬ 
tive of its place and time. 
He stars as Bud Fox, an 
ambitious, young stock¬ 
broker who's willing to 
do whatever he must to 
get to the top. Again, 
he's torn between two in¬ 
fluential men: Michael 
Douglas in his Oscar-win¬ 
ning role as the greedy 
Gordon Gekko and Mar¬ 
tin Sheen, who's also 
playing his on-screen fa¬ 
ther, a union leader who 
taught Bud to respect his 
blue-collar upbringing. 
Bud is intoxicated by his 
lavish new lifestyle. 


Ferris Bueller’s Day Off 
(1986) 

He only had a brief part 
— not nearly the screen 
time of star Matthew 
Broderick or even Alan 
Ruck as Ferris's best 
friend, Cameron. But he's 
a pivotal force in helping 
Jennifer Grey, as Ferris's 
frustrated sister, loosen 
up and let go of her jeal¬ 
ousy. Sitting in a police 
station with messy hair 
and dark circles under his 
eyes, he's a dangerous 
delinquent but also kind 
of sexy. Appropriately, 
the first word he utters to 
her is, “Drugs?" But by 
the end, he's got Grey 
making out with him. 



Eight Men Out 
(1988) 

John Sayles' film about 
how the 1919 Chicago 
White Sox threw the 
World Series is probably 
the best movie ever 
made about baseball. It's 
intelligent, detailed and 
earnest, but it may not be 
for everyone, since it is 
literally so inside 
baseball. Still, it placed 
Sheen among a tremen¬ 
dous ensemble cast, fea¬ 
turing John Cusack, David 
Strathairn and John Ma¬ 
honey. He played centre 
fielder Oscar “Hap" 

Felsch, who initially was 
reluctant to go along 
with the scheme but 
soon gave in. 



Major League 
(1989) 

It seems only fitting in 
retrospect that Wild 
Thing was the song that 
played when Sheen's 
character came out of the 
bullpen — and that he 
has difficulty with 
control. As Rick “Wild 
Thing" Vaughn, Sheen 
did his own pitching and 
supposedly hit 83 mph on 
the radar gun. As he'd de¬ 
clare these days in one of 
his many exclamatory 
tweets, “Fastball!" The 
story of a Cleveland Indi¬ 
ans team that plays bet¬ 
ter to avoid having the 
owner move them to Mi¬ 
ami is still amusing today.

on his game 


O As in his new series Endgame, Patrick Gallagher seems to have a 
knack for making the right moves 


The way Patrick Gallagher 
picks TV shows, he should 
be picking race horses. 
Eveiy show is a winner, es¬ 
pecially with critics. Be¬ 
sides Glee, he’s either been 
a regular or had memo¬ 
rable roles on Da Vinci’s In¬ 
quest, Entourage, Men of a 
Certain Age and True 
Blood. 

The Canadian producers 
of his latest series are hop¬ 
ing the B.C. native’s luck 
holds. The 42-year-old actor 
is set to star opposite 
Shawn Doyle in Endgame, 
a new Vancouver-based dra¬ 
ma premiering March 14 
on Showcase. 

Doyle plays Arkady Bala- 
gan, a Russian chess master 


who refuses to leave a luxu¬ 
rious Vancouver hotel after 
the murder of his fiance 
outside the front entrance. 
Gallagher plays Hugo Lum, 
the hotel’s burly head of se¬ 
curity tasked to toss the 
Russian for not paying his 
bills. 

Before you can say 
“checkmate,” Balagan finds 
a way to stay solvent and 
not leave the premises: by 
solving crimes. By thinking 
several moves ahead, he ap¬ 
plies his chess skills to de¬ 
tective work, drawing in 
helpers who act as his 
“pawns” around the hotel. 

“I’m sort of his only an¬ 
tagonist,” says Gallagher, 
interviewed earlier this 


year on the set of the series. 

Doyle and Gallagher do 
seem to relish their playful 
confrontations on the set. 
A scene set in front of the 
hotel lobby elevators pro¬ 
duces laughs as take after 
take finds Balagan again 
holding Lum in check. It’s 
like watching a tennis 
game where timing is the 
ball and nothing is out of 
bounds. “We developed 
that really early,” says Gal¬ 
lagher. “It’s been fun.” 

Doyle says Gallagher is a 
man of “great comic abili¬ 
ties” and admires the risks 
he takes to make Lum look 
lame. He says the charac¬ 
ter “tries to be smart, tries 
to be suave and swift, 


and when he tries to be 
those things, he’s even less 
so.” 

Over a relatively short 
career, Gallagher has acted 
opposite some of the 
biggest stars in show busi¬ 
ness. He played opposite 
Russell Crowe in Master 
and Commander: The 
Far Side of the World and 
joined Sandra Oh — whom 
he has known since their 
days studying at the 
National Theatre School of 
Canada — on the film Side¬ 
ways. The box office hit 
Night at the Museum put 
him in the company of 
Ben Stiller, Robin Williams 
and Owen Wilson.

Honey Seared Bison Tender¬ 
loin with Apple Parsnip Puree 
by Jean-Francois Daigle 

Preparation: 

Apple Parsnip Puree: In 

a pot of boiling water, 
cook parsnips, covered, 
for 15 minutes or until 
tender. Add apples, cov¬ 
er and simmer for 10 
minutes or until very 
tender. Drain and puree 
in a food processor until 
smooth. Whisk in cream 
and mustard and season 
to taste with salt and 
pepper; keep warm. 

Ingredients: 

• 2 cups (500 mL) beef broth 

• 2/3 cup (150 mL) dry red 
wine 

• 1 cup (250 mL) each diced 
carrots and onion 

• 3/4 cup (175 mL) diced cel¬ 
ery 

• 2 bay leaves 


2 Meanwhile, in saucepan 
bring stock, wine, 
carrots, celery, onion, 
bay leaves and pepper¬ 
corns to a boil. Simmer 
until reduced to 2 - 1/2 
cups (625 mL). Remove 
bay leaves and discard. 

3 Sprinkle tenderloin with 
salt and pepper. Heat oil 
in large skillet, in batch¬ 
es sear both sides of the 
tenderloin and place on 
lightly greased baking 
sheet. Drizzle with hon¬ 
ey and sprinkle with 
thyme. Roast in 425 F 

• 1 tsp (5 mL) whole black 
peppercorns 
• 1 buffalo or beef 
tenderloin, about 2 lbs/1 kg, 
cut into 8 equal portions 
• Sea salt and pepper 
• 1 tbsp (15 mL) extra virgin 
olive oil or garlic oil 
• 2 tbsp (25 mL) honey 
• 2 tsp (10 mL) fresh thyme 


(220 C) oven for 5 to 7 
minutes or until meat 
thermometer inserted in 
centre reaches 145 F (63 
C) for medium-rare.

Chris Bosh scored 24 
points, Dwyane Wade 
added eight of his 20 in 
the fourth quarter and the 
Heat ended their losing 
streak by beating the 
defending NBA champion 
Los Angeles Lakers 94-88 
on Thursday night, the 
earliest Miami has secured 
a post-season bid in fran¬ 
chise history. 

LeBron James finished 
with 19 points, nine 
assists and eight rebounds 
for the Heat, and Mike 
Miller scored 12 for 
Miami. 

Kobe Bryant scored 24 
points for the Lakers, 
whose eight-game 
winning streak was 
snapped. Pau Gasol added 
20 and Andrew Bynum fin¬ 
ished with 13 points and 
12 rebounds for Los Ange¬ 
les. 

Bosh — who said after 
Tuesday’s loss to Portland 
that he would demand the 
ball more often in the low 
post — made six of his 
first seven attempts and 
had 16 points in the first 
half. 

Miller added 11 by half¬ 
time, only the second time 
he’d reached double digits 
in the first two quarters all 
season, the other 
memorably being the 24- 
point blitz en route to a 
32-point effort on Jan. 22 
against Toronto.
